Quite a num ber of the American Rail­ 
way Union men attended the St. Paul 
meeting.

w ithin

short time. 
The 
members of 
the American Railway Union say th a t 
they are confident they can order a 
strike successfully in Minneapolis at 
any time they give the word. 
They 
claim the younger elem ent among the 
brotherhood

V a rie d employes, 
whose interests 
are

They Rave

The members of the 
American Railway Union say th at now 
Vice-President Howard is in S t Paul 
they, of course, will aw ait his orders 
before taking any further steps in re­ 
gard to the outcome. 
They say if the 
Great N orthern does not settle this 
week every 
line west of Chicrgo 
will be involved. 
They claim to have 
the N orthern Pacific thoroughly or­ 
ganized, the Chicago Great Western 
in a sufficiently good condition for a 
sympathetic strike, and the Burling­ 
ton, too, and employes of other lines 
have offered their aid. 
It is difficult, 
of course, to find out how much foun­ 
dation there is for such sweeping 
statem ents. 
The railroad men are 
evidently restless and dissatisfied. 
The end of the fourth day since the 
American Railway Union declared the 
strike finds it extended over all the 
lines of the company except a short 
distance from this city, and of the 
4,495 miles of the system not to exceed 
200 miles are in operation. 
This has 
been accomplished thus far w ithout 
any threatening bloodshed, and the 
men 
say there is 
no danger of 
any trouble. 
They are determined, 
however, and will allow no trains 
to be made up or to be moved. 
The 
last part of the system to be affected 
by the strike is eastern Minnesota. 
The men on this branch line are rest­ 
less and w ant to strike, but the com­ 
pany officials thought likely they would 
not run to-day because of trouble along 
the line, and in th a t way this branch 
is affected. 
There is an unconfirmed 
report th at the company has made 
overtures to the men looking to a con­ 
ference for settling the trouble, but 
the officials deny such a report. 
By request of President Hill Chiefs 
A rthur and Sargent will meet him and 
M anager Case this morning.

W a s h in g t o n , April 18.—In the sen­ 
ate yesterday Mr. Hoar asked th at all 
petitions protesting against the ratifi­ 
cation of the Chinese treaty m ight be 
presented in open session instead of in 
executive session as is customary, and 
this motion being agreed to Senators 
Lodge and Gallinger presented several 
such petitions.

ready to convey the soldiers on their 
way east they found th at they had been 
tricked for the sole purpose of getting 
them to break camp and leave Council 
Bluffs. 
The 
officers of the army 
are very bitter over the bad faith 
shewn by the officials of Council Bluffs 
and Pottaw attam ie county. 
Gen. Kelly went to Omaha in the 
afternoon to procure provisions for his 
men. 
A committee from the Knights 
of Labor went with him and canvassed 
the business-houses for subscriptions. 
Gen. Kelly said he proposed to march 
out from Chautauqua ten miles to a 
village which he did not name, where 
he was 
satisfied 
his army would 
receive better 
treatm ent than in 
Council 
Bluffs. 
Mayor 
Bemis of 
Omaha issued a proclamation to the 
effect th at as he considered the army 
made up of deserving workingmen 
subscriptions for the purpose of pro­ 
viding supplies would be received at 
lis office. 
He expressed himself forci­ 
bly as to the m anner in which the 
army had been treated by the Iowa 
state authorities. 
The situation has been greatly com­ 
plicated by the presence of the militia. 
The sentim ent against this constant 
menace against men who have not 
committed an unlaw ful act is rapidly 
growing, and Gov. Jackson's position is 
becoming embarrassing. He is utterly 
at i sea 
On one side are the railroad 
companies at whose request the troops 
were called out. 
These companies are 
angry at the governor because he re­ 
fused to adopt the extreme measures 
demanded by them. 
At the same time 
they absolutely refuse to lift a finger 
to assist the state authorities. 
On the

It 
has been r e p r o ­

the walls of palaces and of hovels.

has nerved the hearts of Christians to 
heroic resistance, aAd not less heroic 
submission; and the departing pilgrim, 
w ith last look fastened upon it, has 
gathered strength and courage for a 
trium phant passage through the shad­ 
owy valley. 
The causes which operate to produce 
popularity are little understood. 
An 
author makes a “happy h it” inexplica­ 
bly to himself. 
A song catches the 
public ear, one can not tell how or 
why, and is sung in every thorough 
fare and whistled upon every corner; 
bu t the popularity of “The Rock of 
Ages" is an open secret which “ he who 
runs may read.” 
It is founded upon a 
deep and universal need in the human 
heart, a need which has manifested 
itself in every age of the world since 
its creation; 
a need for something 
stronger and higher than itself to 
which it may cling amid the storms of 
life, a need for som ething staple in a 
world where all things yield to the in 
exorable law of change. 
The painting is a symbolic represen­ 
tation of the Christian faith. 
In the 
midst of an ocean of sin the cross, 
founded deep upon the eternal God­ 
head and offering the only safety, 
erects itself. 
To it a female figure 
clings 
She is a representative of 
weakness, of helpless dependence, of 
affectionate trust. 
Her garm ent is 
w et w ith the spray of daily tem pta­ 
tion and infirmity, but her gaze is up­ 
ward, from whence stream s the light 
of forgiveness, of love, of hope, of as­ 
sured divine favor. 
In painful contrast to this figure is 
the masculine hand in the foreground 
of the picture, the symbol of self de­ 
pendence, winch, reaching out of the 
w aters, endeavors to lay hold of a 
piece of floating wreck. 
It eludes the 
grasp, but even if possessed would 
offer no support. 
Thus the things of 
earth, mere fragm ents tossed on a sea 
of change, can never uphold a strug­ 
gling, sinking soul, which m ust cling 
for succor to the “Rock of Ages.” 
The picture was produced first as a 
sm all sketch in the album of a young 
girl living 
in Westerly. R. 
I., by 
Rev. Johannes A. Oertel. This aroused 
the attention of all who saw it and in­ 
duced Mr. Oertel to make a painting 
of the subject in oil. 
This second rep­ 
resentation, m easuring perhaps four­ 
teen inches in height, Mr. Oertel ex­ 
hibited in the N ational Academy of 
Design, in New York, and, realizing 
its commercial value, Mr. 
William 
- JShans, a Broadway art dealer, suggest 
ed th at a still larger painting should be 
made of the design. 
His 
sugges­ 
tion was acted upon, the artist fash­ 
ioning a small clay model and suspend­ 
ing a lamp over it, th at it m ight re 
ceive the rays of light from above. In 
this m anner a color study (which is 
now in Mr. Oertel’s possession) was 
made, and from it in turn the finished 
painting, 
measuring 
four feet 
in 
height. 
Before this picture was exhibited, 
however, a num ber of photographs o 
it were struck off and put upon the 
market, and one of these falling into 
the hands of a Mr. James, a picture 
dealer in Providence, R. L, he made an 
offer to Mr. Oertel to become the sole 
publisher of all subsequent copies 
which offer was accepted under 
a 
w ritten contract. 
The painting was placed at the gal­ 
lery of William Shans, but was only 
on exhibition a few days when it was 
bought 
by a 
Brooklyn merchant, 
Augustus Storrs, for the sum of 81,000. 
The photographs gotten out by Mr. 
James, measuring ten inches in height, 
brought (w ithout frames)the quite phe- 


were constantly made by the dealers 
that they were losing sales in conse­ 
quence of an insufficient supply of 
copies. 
* 
It then occurred to Mr. Jam es th at a 
chromo-lithograph m ight be gotten 
out w ith advantage (the work to be 
done in Paris), and an application for 
this purpose was made to the owner 
for the loan of the original. 
Mr. 
Storrs, however,was unwilling th at his 
picture should be carried to such a d is- 
tance, and Mr. Oertel, who had never 
parted with the copyright, set about 
making a new painting. 
This work 
was done at Irvington-on-the-Hudson, 
the home of the celebrated landscape 
painter, Albert Bierstadt. who, during 
a temporary absence in England, had 
given Mr. Oertel the use of his studio. 
It was completed in three weeks and 
the painting carried by Mr. James to 
Paris, where chromos were 
made. 
Passing through London on his way 
home, that gentleman, simply as a 
venture, called upon the queen's book­ 
seller, Mr. Graves, in Pall Mall, and 
with difficulty prevailed upon him to 
invest in three of these chromos at 
three guineas apiece. 
Scarcely had he reached Liverpool, 
however, the point at which he was to 
take ship for America, ere a telegram 
was received from Mr. Graves order­ 
ing thirty additional copies, and upon 
his arrival in New York a second tele­ 
gram was handed hin containing an 
application for the whole edition. 
Indeed, unprecedented as was the sale 
of this rem arkable creaton in America, 
it was even greater abroad, an English 
nobleman hazarding the 
statem ent 
th at not a palace or hoiel could be 
found throughout all E n^and which 
did not contain a copy of it in one or 
other of its varied forms, md a trav­ 
eler who had made the toir of the 
world exclaimed: 
“The picture haunts me. 
Itfollows 
me wherever I go. 
I have sect it in 
Chile. 
I have seen it also u the 
Pyrenees.” 
A few years after the appearaice of 
the first photograph, Mr. Jam es had 
realized as his share of the process, 
875,000. 
In 1869, however, an unauthorifcd 
copy of the “Rock of Ages” was gotten 
out by a New York photographer, alf. 
Mr. Oertel’s publisher sought redress 
and protection from the law. 
The saf 
case was carried into the lower and 
Supreme courts of the state of New 
York, its prosecution costing Mr. Oer­ 
tel 82,000, and scarcely had it been 
decided in his favor ere a Chicago pub­ 
lisher made a similar picture, evading 
the law by minor alterations, such as 
the introduction of a ship and the re­ 
version of the female figure in tho 
original design.

T en ts as M ilita ry F erry b o a ts. 
Some curious experiments have re 
cently been made w ith the new tents 
which the German soldiers carry w ith 
them.

shore with all their belongings dry. 
These experiments have been made on 
a large scale by the pioneers during 
their recently term ininated autum n 
exercises, and have led to very favor­ 
able results, both as to the time re­ 
quired and the trouble occasioned by 
the transform ation.

The new departure of the democ 
racy is a triumph for common sense 
as well as a vindication lor Mr. Reed.

legislator can be present in a physics 
sense and absent in a parliamentary 
sense at the same time. 
It prevents 
the childish and disgraceful obstruc­ 
tion which has demoralized the de­ 
mocracy and disgusted the country in 
nearly every recent congress when 
that party has been at the front. The 
party which is responsible for legisla­ 
tion is thus given control over it. 
It 
is endowed with the power to carry 
out its purposes, and the people are in 
this way permitted to form an intelli­ 
gent judgment regarding its policy. 


Republicans in general do not look 
for nine democratic votes against the 
Wilson bill or anything like that 
number, although it must be confessed 
that since Hill spoke the peril of the 
measure does seem to be great enough 
to warrant some uneasiness on the 
part of its friends. 


“ Shall tariff reform fail?” appears 
in the headlines of articles in many 
democratic papers at the present time, 
and some of the writers fear that it 
w ill have to be answered in the affirm­ 
ative.

Janesville Aldermen and Supervisors 
Failed to Report the Names of Citi­ 
zens Eligible for Jury Duty and the 
Box Had to be Filled Irregular- 
*y- 
The municipal court was caught 
w ithout a jury when the Cheever- 
Stoney trespass case came up. 
The 
point was raised and Judge Phelps 
recognized the defect. 
The law re­ 
quires that the city supervisors and 
senior aldermen in each ward shall on 
or before the third Tuesday in April, 
file in the municipal court a list of 
names of twenty persons, who are to 
compose the names from which munic- 
pal court juries are drawn for the 
coming year. 
This law had not been 
complied with, some of the aldermen 
and supervisors failing to hand in the 
names. 
Seeing the dilemma in which 
the court was placed Judge Phelps 
took advantage of statute provision 
and informed the parties that he had 
no time to try the case, and suggested 
th at they go before a justice.

The fact that the names have not 
been reported in accordance with law 
still remains, and the legality of a 
jury drawn from the box may yet be 
questioned.

the world’s work. 
It must be a matter 
of principle, not a 
m atter of self-in­ 
dulgence. She must 
be able to say not 
merely, ‘I want to 
do this or that,'but 
‘I believe I ought to 
do it.’ It is as fatal 
to a woman to live 
her life merely for her own enjoyment, 
as it is for her to sacrifice her own life
